with the pump against death that 
came closer with each additional 
inroad'-of the seas. Working in re- 
lays the vessels eiew lost slowly but 
steadily in their efforts to keep the 
Seaconnet afloat. 


The crew was "ordered to the boats. 


Waves begaif breaking in irresistible 
force over the deck, carrying one of 
the crew after another, over board 
until at one time thirteen struggled 
in the water.

RATES AND 
UTILITIES

. (The first of a series of short ar- 
ticles about the public utility in- 
dustry, written for this newspaper). 
. The old story about Ben Frank- 
lin and the whistle for which he paid 
a fabulous price carries some per- 
tinent suggestions with regard to 
utility'customers and the prices they 
pay. for service. .The man who sold 
-Ben the whistle and overcharged him 
would never have made a good pub- 
li'3 utility operator. 
Ben did not 


say so, but this man must have been 
the loser in the end for charging too 
much. 
Young Franklin 
certainly 


must have told all the boys .in his 
neighbor hood about tho price-he 
paid, with the result that the mer- 
chant- in all probability found his 
whistle business 
decidedly 
slow 


thereafter. 


If he had been smart, of followed 


the custom that-has been found to 
be the wisest, in connection with the 
utility business, he 
would 
'have 


charged Ben Franklin only what th.e 
whistle was worth. This would cer- 
tainly have left him a profit, and 
•would have prevented young Frank- 
Jin from .giving the whistle business 
a black eye. Utility managers and 
operators know it is common sense, 
as well as the basic principal. of 
utility regulation, to charge only a 
fair price. 


This fair price is l»ased on ths 


value of the property, plus require- 
ments for depreciation and main- 
tenance.- The rate 
charged 
for 


service is one calculated to allow the 
utility a return of six, 
seven or 


eight per cent, according to the times 
and circumstances, and from one to 
five or six per cent for deprecia- 
tion charges according to standard- 
ized practice. 
Where this is done, 


the utility customer can not com- 
plaiu.e 
Where* higher rates 
ar 


sought, the utility damages its own 
business. 
A rale that is too high 


turns the 
customer 
against 
the 


utility and ultimately does the utility 
damage. 


: On the other hand, where the rate 
is too low, and the customer gets 
all the best of the transaction, it is 
ultimately to the disadvantage of 
the customer. It low rates fail to 
provide a fair return and to provide 
a sufficient depreciation account, the 
utility property runs down,and poor 
service is the result. .In extreme 
cases this may be carried to the 
point where no service '.is possible. 
Therefore the customer suffers. 


The ideal situation is 
one 
in

ditions, coupled with increased rates 
in many cases has enabled these 
utilities in the main to pull through 
so that they are getting themselves 
on a decent footing. 
Only those 


surrounded by exceptional -L-onditions 
have not as yet been able to reach 
favorable condition. 


If the public and the utility will 


•rot together in mutual understand- 
ing of the principle of a fair return 
there will be understanding of the 
basic proposition that the best rate 
is the one that insures good service 
and maintenance of the property 3>y 
which this service is provided. Any 
higher or any lower rate will al- 
ways be found a mistake in the long 
run. .

Pour hot crea | 
and butter over, the combination. 


Turnip seeds for a crop to ma- 


ture with the peas should be sown as 
soon as the ground can be worked. 
They should he thinned early to 6 
inches apart to secure fast growth. 
Sow the seed thinly and half an inch 
deep, and give them at least 18 ih- 
r-hes apart in the. rows. 
Tomato 


plants may bo set at three foot in- 
tervals 'between the rows to take 
the place of the turnips when they 
are harvested and allowed to grow 
without interfering with the turnips. 
Cultivate frequently. 


These early season white turnips 


grown rapidly are usually of- finer 
of flesh than the lato maturing erop 
.quality, milder in -flavor and tender 
for winter use. The turnip is not 
grown as frequently for 
an early 


crop as it deserves, 
usually bein" 


planted in July 
and 
broadcasted 


then. 
Tho old broadcasting,method 


is a waste of ^seed and gro.und space 
for a very considerable portion of 
the seed thus sown will not produce 
plants with .ro.pts worth pulling as 
they will nof'jiiive room to develop.
